Trial of William J. Smith, Accused 
of 
Malicious Trespass. 
State 


Claimed Dog Belonging to Matt 
Bever of This County was Wound- 
ed 


The jury hearing the malicous 


trespass ease against William 
J. 


Smith, farmer of near 
Orange, in 


police court at Connersville, disa- 
greed this morning, after being out 
four hours. 


The trial started Tuesday morn- 


ing and'the first evidence was not 
introduced until Tuesday afternoon, 
and was not completed until 
this 


afternoon. 


The defendant was -charged with 


shooting and wounding a fox hound, 
the property of Matt Bevcr of this 
county, on the morning of July 11. 
It is alleged that the shooting oc- 
curred when the hound was running 
a fox on the Smith farm, south of 
Orange. 


Considerable attention has 
ibeen 


attracted by/the case. The state 
sought to show that the defendant 
was guilty of malicious trespass, due 
to the fact that the hound is listed 
as personal property a-nd 
assessed 


for -a value of $50. 


According to witnesses for 
the 


prosecution, Mr. Bever, accompan- 
ied by Marshall Hinchm'an, Sol Mor- 
ford and Guy Carson, of Glen wood; 
went to a farm near the Smith home 
about 8 o'clock in the evening pre- 
ceding the shooting. They had five 
dogs. The pack started a fox short- 
Iv after the partv arrived and con- 
tinued until probably^ 2 o'clock 
in 


the morning. 


Three shots were fired, two about 


two minutes apart and the 
third 


about a half hour later, according to 
witnesses for the state! At the third 
shot, Bever's dog yelped. The me.n 
then received warning 
from Earl 


Wicker, who was with another party 
of fox hunters, that the safe thing 
to do was to get the dogs out. Wit- 
nesses indicated that they 
under- 


stood at that time, that Smith was 
doing the shooting. 


Bevcr and Morford went to 
the 


(Smith home. They said Smith 
told 


them he shot and killed the dog. 
They received permission to'olok for 
They received permission to look for 
the second time and failed 
again. 


Two davs afterwards;'the dog was: 


found at Oranee.. It js still alive. 
Witnesses >said if has no value ow- 
inc to its crippled condition. . 


In cross-examination, the .de- 


fense sought to show that the own- 
ers allowed the dogs to ran- loose 


on the Smith famr."Efforts also were 
anade to show that •'the,, dogs 
were 


very noisy and that they disturbed 
the rest of the Smith family. The 
state witnesses were asked if they 
thought their dogs did any damage 
to fences, or crops or if the hounds 
frightened stock.- 
'.< 


Attorneys for the state and de- 


fense got into several liyely tilts ov- 
er legal points. Mr. Evans, who is a 
•fox hunter as well as an 
attorney, 


characterized fox running as 
the 


greatest sport .in the 
world. 
Mr. 


Lydy, for the defense, replied that 
it appealed to him as the most use- 
less piece of business he lias ever 
heard of. * 


The hearing developed the 
fact 


that the hunting horn plays an im- 
port-ant part in the modernized ver- 
sion of the centuries-old sport. The 
hunters, howeVer, according to the 
evidence, rode to the scene of 
the 


chase in automobiles instead of on 
horses. Furthermore, the sport does 
not consist in catching the fox 
at 


all, in contrast to the old-time meth- 
od of taking the pelt as the trophy 
of the chase. The state 
witnesses 


asserted that fox hounds arc not 
expected to catch 'the fox. 
The 


sport, they said, is purely for the 
pleasure of hearing the dogsxas they 
run. Mr. Bever said the hound was 
worth $50 for the pleasure the own- 
er derived from the sport. .
